Is Described by Nurse 


M ANCHESTER, N. H., Feb. 27 
—(ZP)—A nurse testified today she 
saw Dr. H erm ann N. Sander ap­ 
ply an em pty syringe to a dying 
cancer 
patient 
he 
is accused of 
m urdering by giving 
her air in­ 
jections. 
N urse Elizabeth Rose said the 
doctor then turned and told her 
“air in the veins w ould act like 
.an em bolus.” 
(A n embolus is defined as 
an 
abnorm al particle circulating ^n 
the blood— such as a bubble of air 
or a clot of blood). 
M iss Rose said th a t as the needle 
pierced Mrs. A bbie B orroto’s arm 
she heard a “louder gasp.” 
The nurse previously had testi­ 
fied th a t three persons had tried 
vainly to find the p atien t’s pulse 
beat 
a few m inutes 
before 
Dr. 
S ander arrived at h e r bedside. 
M iss Rose said, how ever, 
that 
M rs. B orroto w as gasping. 
A ccording 
to 
th e 
nurse, 
Dr. 
S an der asked her to get him a IO 
or 20 
cubic 
centim eter 
sterile 
syringe; 
th at 
she 
gat a 
IO cc 
syringe at a m edicine closet, also 
som e gauze w hich she soaked w ith 
alcohol to m ake it an “alcohol 
sponge.” 
M iss Rose testified she returned 
to M rs. B orroto’s room w here “Dr. 
S an der was standing on the left 
h an d side of the bed, tow ard the 
foot of the bed.’ 


G a ve H im Syringe

the syringe,”

testified. “The syringe was closed.”

w hat that 
m eant, she replied:

“The plunger w as dow n in the 
b arrel of the syringe.”

N urse Rose testified she saw the 
needle w as in the arm , the plunger 
w as back, and th ere was a little 
blood a t the bottom of the syringe, 
indicating the needle w as in the 
vein.

brought the syringe from the m ed­ 
ical locker it w as em pty.

Death of American 


May Not Be Solved 


P A R I S , 
Feb. 
27— (#)—The 
m ysterious death of U. S. Naval 
C apt. Eugene S. H arpe “probably 
w ill never be solved,” an A m eri­ 
can m ilitary official said today. He 
ruled out suicide, how ever. 
H arpe, naval attache 
at Bbuc 
harest, Romania, 
was killed last 
w eek w hen he fell or w as throw n 
from a train in a Salzberg, A ustria, 
railroad tunnel. 
The official said: “It is difficult 
to say he was m urdered because 
none 
of his official 
papers nor 
m oney w as missing. A t the sam e 
tim e 
it is hard to 
say he could 
have fallen. The only thing we are 
positive is that he did not drink 
and did not com m it suicide.” 
Investigation of K arpe’s death 
sw itched back from P aris to V ien­ 
na. Two 
investigators 
cam e 
to 
P aris to question the car porter 
w ho serviced K arp e’s car and a 
young A m erican student w ho had 
d inner w ith the captain the day he 
w as killed.

“N either shed any light w hatso­ 
ever on the m ystery,” the arm y 
source said. 
H arpe was a close friend of U. 
S. businessm an R obert A. Vogeler, 
w ho was sentenced to 15 years in 
prison last w eek by a H ungarian 
court on espionage charges.

More Than Material Issues Are Involved 


At this point it would appear that the re­ 
sult of last week’s British election means a 
long step in putting the brakes on Socialism. 
The Conservative party, led by Winston 
Churchill, staged a comeback which makes 
the Labor government’s control precarious 
indeed. 
The Laborites probably will have not ov­ 
er a dozen seats in Parliament more than 
the Conservatives and Liberals combined, 
maybe less. The Liberals can be counted up­ 
on to vote with the Conservatives on every 
bill involving nationalization of industry. 
The Conservatives and Liberals together 
polled more popular votes than did Labor 
candidates. Laborites admit that the votes 
in the House of Commons will be so cloae 
that they will not have a sufficiently safe 
working majority. 
All this means that there is every prob­ 
ability that another British election may 
be an event of the near future although the 
Laborites have announced that they will 
organize and carry on. 
The narrowness of the margin between 
the parties may be for the benefit of the 
British government. It may make the gov­ 
ernment more sensitive to public opinion. 
It may correct the condition of the last five 
years over there where the Labor party had 
such a heavy majority that it gave the gen­ 
eral public little thought. 
The British vote, plus the change of sen­ 
timent in New Zealand and Australia re­ 
cently, should indicate a changed trend in 
public thinking. 
We might take a lesson from it in this 
country. 


A majority of the average American vot­ 
ers for years has followed lines similar to 
their British cousin. 
Their food, 
shelter, 
pocketbook and personal profit are upper­ 
most in their minds. Things like freedom, 
private enterprise, Socialism and national­ 
ism and growing 
national debt seem 
to 
many of these voters as 
something they 
need not worry about. Such things, to them, 
appear to be remote abstractions. Only do 
these issues become of real concern to the 
average voter when they get tangled up 
with his immediate wants. 
By the same token it is likely that the av­ 
erage midwestern farmer when voting for 
president, two years ago, was thinking a- 
bout promises of high grain and hog prices 
more than about the growing encroachment 
of big government. 
We do not dare assume that an election, 
either in the United States or Great Britain, 
has no significance beyond bread and butter 
issues. It won’t matter in future if the aver­ 
age voter doesn’t have Socialism or private 
enterprise in mind when he votes. What will 
count is the effect of such votes. By giving 
power to one party the voters promote one 
political philosophy over another, whether 
or not that is their intent. 
What our whole country needs is more 
and more serious thought being given to 
the idea of where we are drifting — not to 
promises of more immediate profit for this 
and that group taken out of the public 
treasury for the rest of us to pay.

Diet and Health 
New Drug Is Used 
For Battling Germs 


ly HERMAN N. RUNDE SEN, M.D. 


A THOROUGH study of baci­ 
tracin, one of the most recent of 
the antibiotic drugs, indicates it 
aa a very promising germ-killer. 
Prepared 
originally 
from 
a 
germ known as bacillus subtile, 
bacitracin has been produced 
commercially and Is now avail­ 
able for local use in the treat­ 
m ent of 
Infection*, many of 
which clear up quickly when the 
drug la applied directly in the 
form of a solution or ointment. 


Eye Infections 
Many patients with skin infec­ 
tions and eye infections have 
been 
reported 
aa successfully 
treated with bacitracin without 
any evidence of reactions. 
It is also interesting to note 
that bacitracin is effective in the 
treatm ent of amebic dysentery. 
A number of patients were given 
the preparation by mouth. The 
bacitracin is not absorbed from 
the intestinal tract. Thus, It acts 
directly upon many of the germs 
found in the Intestinal area, de­ 
stroying them or checking their 
growth. 
Active Symptoms 
The patients with amebic dy­ 
sentery who were treated with 
bacitracin a1’ had active symp­ 
toms including diarrhea and the 
presence of blood in the bowel 
movements 
before 
treatment. 
Tile patients were studied over a 
period of 6 to 12 months and all 
of them were relieved of their 
symptoms. 
However, In about 
one-third, the parasite which 
causes this disease was found 
later In the stools, although the 
patients had no symptoms as a 


result. A second series of treat­ 
ment, 
with 
increased 
dosage, 
given as soon as the ameba was 
discovered, got rid of the organ­ 
isms in most of the cases. As a 
result of the treatm ent itself, 
only two patients had any dis­ 
turbance. Both of these had dia­ 
rrhea, but it was not sever* 
enough to make it necessary to 
stop treatment. 
Bacitracin has also been used 
in the treatm ent of pneumonia 
with excellent results. It is sug­ 
gested that this preparation be 
employed in cases of pneumonia 
which do not respond to peni­ 
cillin. 
There is also some evidence 
that 
penicillin, 
together with 
bacitracin, may be more effective 
than either one alone In the con­ 
trol of some infections. 
Further studies of this prepa­ 
ration are being carried out for 
the purpose of reducing any pos­ 
sible damaging effects. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A Reader: What can be done 
to stop bleeding gums? 
Answer: 
Bleeding gums are 
due to a lack of stimulation of 
the tissues and often to an ac­ 
cumulation of tartar around the 
teeth. Other conditions, such as 
leukemia, mercury poisoning, or 
scurvy may also cause the gums 
to bleed. 
An examination by a doctor 
and a dentist Is required to de­ 
termine the exact cause. If it is 
a local condition, the teeth should 
be scraped by the dentist regu­ 
larly every six months, and possi­ 
bly every three months for a short 
time. They should be brushed 
dally and the gums massaged.

Nationalist China’s chief delegate j 
T. F. Tsiang says he might ask J 
for such a commission as a deter­ 
rent to open Russian aid to the j 
Chinese Reds. 
Worth Demonatrated 
U. N. secretary-general Trygve 
Lie is firmly convinced that these j 
peace m issions--now consisting of i 
nearly 500 conciliators, observers I 
and staff members—have dem on- j 
strafed the worth of the U. N. 
Lie gives the missions credit 
for stopping wars in at least three ; 
places: Palestine, Indonesia and | 
Kashmir. In Greece and Korea, J 
the U. N. commissions have kept j 
a close watch on explosive border 
situations 
and 
possibly 
averted j 
serious clashes. 
While all of the U. N. peace 
missions have differed in many 
ways, they usually were created to 
do one or more of the folowing 
jobs; 
1. Conciliate or mediate the dif­ 
ferences between th* quarreling 
parties.

3. Investigate a problem on the 
scene to ind out who was to blame 
and to make recommendations as 
to how the problem can be solved. 
4. Carry out a U. N. program 
for the territory in question. 
Major Problem* 
On some major problems the 
U. N. has set upseveral miss ons, 
one after the other, to do specific 
jobs. 
On Palestine, for instance, the 
General 
Assembly 
created 
a 
special committee (UNSCOP) to 
study the problem and recom­ 
mend a solution. This committee 
came 
back 
with 
the 
Palestine 
partition plan the assembly adopt­ 
ed Nov. 29, 1947. The assembly 
then set up the Palestine Partition 
Commission to put the partition 
plan into effect. When fighting 
broke 
out, 
the 
Swedish Count 
Folke Bernadotte. Bernadotte was 
assassinated and Ralph J. Bunche, 
his chief aide, took over. Bunche 
brought an end to the fighting 
through 
a series of armistices. 
Then the Palestine problem was 
turned over to a new conciliation 
commission which now is trying 
to work out a permanent peace.

Children Mean Money 
The 
production of more and 
more children brings in a large 
part of the weekly income of many 
working class families. 
Child allowances, paid out of 
contributions by employers plus 
other public moneys, encourages 
child bearing. The more children, 
the bigger the additional pay. 
The allowance is 2.40 florins (03 
cents) for the first child per week. 
It rises to 2.84 florins (75 cents) 
for each of the next two, and to 
3.24 florin! (85 cents) each for the 
fourth and all after it. 
W orkers’ wages average about 


50 florins ($1315) a week. Four 
children add 11.32 florins a week to 
his pay--a raise of nearly 25 per 
cont. 
Two-thirds of the 
poepl® 
have two or more children. Nearly 
one-fourth receive allowances for 
four or more children. 
Large families of eight to a doz­ 
en children are not uncommon. 
One set of parents which pro­ 
duced 10 children in 17 years was 
recently the subject of an illus­ 
trated article in a popular Dutch 
magazine.

Indonesia Success 
One of the biggest U. N. suc­ 
cesses was scored in Indonesia 
where the fighting was stopped 
and 
an 
agreement, 
negotiated 
which led to the independence of 
Indonesia last Dec. 27. In Kashmir, 
the U. N. commission succeeded 
in ending the fighting, but has 
been unable to bring India and 
Pakistan to agreement on a pro­ 
posed plebiscite. 
The Balkan committee has made 
no progress in ending the dif­ 
ferences between Greece and her 
Communist neighbors to the north. 
Its keeps a close watch on the 
border, however, and reports any 
evidence of outside aid to Greece’s 
guerilla forces. 
The new missions to Africa are 
examples of still another type. 
The mission to Libia, headed by 
Adrian Pelt, has the task of set­ 
ting up an independent govern­ 
ment in the former Italian colony 
by Jan. I, 1952. Another commis­ 
sion has gone to Eritrea to study 
the situation and recommend what 
disposition the U. N. should make 
of that colony. A third mission, 
still to go, w ill act as an advisory 
council to Italy, which w ill ad- 
minster Somaliland for the next 
ten years under the U. N. trustee­ 
ship system. 
Progress Made 
The U. N. has now progressed to 
the point that it is trying to work 


out a standard pattern for the or­ 
ganization and procedure of com­ 
missions. The first steps along this 
line were taken last year when 
the year-round Little Assembly 
directed 
the secretariat 
to as­ 
sem ble information on each of the 
commissions created so far and 
make a compart five tabulation of 
their rules. 
The 1949 Assembly took two 
other steps in preparation for e x ­ 
panded peace work in the field. 
It authorized Lie to establish a 
special field service of 300 guards,

experts to aid

abroad, It also approved plans for
